ters, Sc. I have met with a Caſe 


of the ſame Nature with the Firſt, 
in which there was Reaſon, as I 

thought, to — for the ſame: for- 
tunate Event, and of which I will likewiſe 
give a brief Account, notwithſtanding I was 
diſappointed. 

It was in a Servant of my own, a Lad of 
about 19 Years old, who was ſeiz d with a 
violent Pain in his Back, which he imputed 
to his having help'd the Brewer's Servants in 

carrying down Drink; but which continuing, 
notwithſtanding he was blooded and had a 
Plaiſter put upon it, and being attended like- 
wiſe with a Pain in his Head (tho' not-a great 
one) the Day following, I immediately appre- 
hended that it was the Forerunner of the 
Small-Pox, and that of a bad Sort; I fay of a 


bad 
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bad Sort, becauſe I have ſcarce ever known 
that Symptom to have preceded and to perſiſt, 
but the Small-Pox has proved of a very dan- 
gerous Sort, and - almoſt conſtantly fatal: 
Which is more than I remember to have been 
obſerv d by any body that has hitherto treated 
concerning this Diſtemper. 8 

The Eruption enſued, i. e. began to ſhew 
itſelf, on the third Day, and Bhody Water 
upon the fourth from that, or the ſeventh 
from the Invaſion, and continued that and the 
next Day, and great part of the Day follow- 
ing; and there were other Symptoms, viz. a 
Delimum and Diarrbæa, and great Reftiejneſs 
and Inquietude, which attended him likewiſe 
from juſt before the Eruption to almoſt that 
time, notwithſtanding he had been Blooded 
again, and had a Bliſter inter Scapulas, and 
taken all proper temperate Reſtringents the 
whole while. 

What was farther remarkable in this Caſe 
is, that he went on pretty tolerably for Num- 
ber and Sort, &c. after this until the fifteenth 
Day, but was then ſeiz'd with a ſudden De- 
liguium, and in ſuch a State that it was almoſt 
impracticable to get any thing down, and he 
was ſeemingly expiring. They made a ſhift
